The reason 
it is not done in NASCAR is the 
same reason: Tradition holds that a 
team is awarded a number and main- 
tains it, regardless of season standings. 

Many readers have complained 
about.

Win- 
ston Cup drivers are a drawing card 
for BGN races, and most promoters 
think it helps put people in the 
stands in a series where sellouts are 
not commonplace. Also, there is a
